ieal Building. The delay as regards the 
Rectorship was made following the 
approval of the amended constitution 
of the Students' Society with the ex- 
ception of the portion is regard to the 
appointment of the Lord Hector. 

The reasons given out for the de- 
ferment were twofold. II was felt 
that the opinion of the Graduates' 
iHociety should be heard on the matter 
and that a more positive expression 
from the students regai-ding the 
Rectorship should be had before fur- 
titer procedure might be taken. The 
mere quorum which was sufficient In 
enact the necessary amendments was 
Telt to be an inadequate expression of 
of attitude of the students aïs re- 
gard the change and as a result the 
Corporation decided lo put the matter 
off until n further date. 



The expulsion of the student In Arts 
was made after great deliberation in 
which it was round that he was guilty 
of dishonest practices at the mid-term 
exn m Illations. 

Academic favor credits 10 students 
who have successfully passed their 
C. O. T. C. examinations r or certi- 
ficates A ami l> were granted by 
Applied Science and Dentistry. Arts 
decided not to alluw these credits. 

The announcement ut' a new scholar, 
tdilp of $200 a year in Applied Science 
open fur students entering the fourth 
year was made. This scholarship has 
been made possible through ;|ie gener- 
osity of Jenkins Brothers. 

A committee wa.s appointed to cou- 
ru It on matters as regards thr depart- 
ments ul mathematics, physics, 
chemistry, mechanics and electrical 
engineering to stu-oiïgïhen the nncew- 
sary liason ijéïwocri the departments 
concerned, ami to provide a medium 
whereby matters in which such de- 
partments are interested, may be dis- 
cussed and presented to a faculty, that 
action may be taken by that body.

NEWSPAPERS 

Mr. G. F. Wright of the Mon- 
treal "Star" 

TALKS TOSTAFF 

Gave Advice to Amateurs in 
Journalistic Work 

"The primary requisite o:' a young 
man entering (nib newspaper life l s 
an earnest Joy in his work, while al- 
most cciually importa nl is a large 
store of vitality" said c. Wilgh: 
editorial writer for the Montreal 
"Star", In a tali; t q the members of 
the "Daily staff last night. He went 
on to stress the occuracy and wide 
modern newspaper reporting, and ad- 
vised lhat clarity and simplicity tin 
acquired rallier than an elegant 
style. The !a.st few n-lnuios were 
devoted to ». discussion „f , V |, a , 
news should be sought, and the best 
way or writing a story in an inlet, 
estlng way. 

The young mail starting work as 
a reporter must lon.rn the necessity 
for complete occiirjicy. This, said 
Mr. Wright, although nil-Important 
was une of the hardest qualities to 
obtain. ACIer carefulness came the 
faculty of putting the facts obtained 
in a clear, convincing manner, with 
all touches of personal opinion omitt- 
ed. The beginner must develop a 
nose for news", and realize that the 
unusual Is oflen |h e interesting part 
of the story. 

Short sentences, and an absence of 
trite or elaborate phrases, are of more 
value thriu a literary style that falls 
lo hold he reader. The article should 
have an interesting "Cad." or first 
paragraph, containing the gist of 
the story, so that ihe casual eye ls 
attracted by the climax of the news 
which dwindles in interest until the 
least appealing items are round at 
the. bottom of the page. 

Mr. Wrlghi then turned to ways 
of making a ideim accurate story of 
interest to tho public. Unusual év- 
enta that attract the atcniuion of 
tlio reader should he placed in tlin 
opening sentence In such a way that 
their value to the story is of use. 
Here originality on Hie pant of the 
reporter plays a real part, and a 
ready pen may lender a seemingly 
dull array of facts Into an article 
that compclis attention. Bui tho be- 
ginner is ti.pt to neglect the dofinito 
side of his work, If ho s'pends ton 
nifiu'h time in making his stories 
merely ut tractive. , 

When sont to cover an event the 
reporter must be certain that he has 
got nil tho fonts as they actually 
happened, lie must, not be dofoatod 
by brusqttencsa or refusals, but must 
dig for his Information until ho gets 
II. A quick brain and versatility are 
essentials to the newspaperman, who 
tu always on the job.

SUCCESS 



A shower of roses from an effete gathering of opera lovers 
to the singer spells success. The plaudits of the crcwd, the tumul- 
tuous acclaim of the masse? are the gauges of the politician's 
popularity, his synonym for success. The man of affairs measures 
his in terms of money, while the philanthropist converts by his 
benefactions the ephemeral glory of financial opulence into a 
lasting tribute which springs from the hearts of his countrymen. 

Success; what is it? Is it affluence; luxurience? Can it be 
expressed in so many golden coins such as ring on the marble 
floors in the mansions of the wealthy? Is it power to dictate to 
the masses; to exact from a toiling, sweating humanity its very 

. life blood in return for the bare means of subsistence? Is it that 
..measure of independence which engenders arrogance and an il- 
lusion of immunity from the laws of society? Success in the popu- 
lar conception takes any of these forms. Ostentation is confused 
with social prominence which rightly belongs to those only whose 

' ethical training entitles them to set the laws of social department. 
• Notoriety hobnobs with fame and both, in our day, tend to be 
equally revered. Each new fanatic finds scores of people, to hail 
him as saviour, who do not pause to reflect upon his sophisms. 

V The pomposity of some so-called successes is apt to blind us to 
the achievements of many whose vital principle is above pecuni- 
ary conideration and whose material advancement is consequent- 
ly slow. There arc many devoted to the cause of humanity 
whether in scientific research, social service or teaching, whose 
persistent efforts merit more general recognition than is ordinar- 
ily accorded them, yet whose success measured in terms of human 

' welfare is none the less real. 

Granted that it is a commendable irait of human nature to 
aspire for success, what arc we willing to pay for it? There are 
those whose craving for success becomes reprehensible in that, 
taking the form of an overpowering obsession, it pales the proper 
appreciation of values. There arc those whose legitimate ambi- 
tion will lead them to make great sacrifices in the expectancy that 
the deferred enjoyment may be greater than the summation of 
present satisfactions. Again, the number is probably greater of 
those who arc willing to devote some time daily to personal im- 
provement, foregoing minor luxuries in the hope of attaining 

'f distinction. Of all the personal qualifications required for the 

. achievement of the elusive thing called success, one thing is often 
overlooked, and that is the capacity for attending to details and 
the willingness to do any task even though it be disagreeable 
providing only that be honest. To put it in the words of an Am- 
erican author: "Trains headed for important destinations go 
through a lot of scrubby ' way stations."

The Students' Council is elected by the student body to 
legislate in tho interests of the undergraduates ,whom they repre- 
sent. The members of the executive body acting within the powers 
vested in them, favoured the institution of a Lord Rectorship, 
made the necessary revision to the constitution and submitted 
the revision for ratification by the student body. The amendment 
was unanimously approved by a quorum of students. It is diffi- 
cult to see what course of action other than ordinary constitu- 
tional procedure would more adequately convey to the Corpora- 
tion an idea of the popular trend of student opinion on the Lord 
Rectorship 



CONDENSED COMMENT 

A student in the Faculty of Arts has been expelled from the 
University for dishonesty at the mid-term examination. The ac- 
tion of the Corporation' in relieving us of the presence of one 
who was practising at 'college one of the elementary tricks of the 
underworld will meet with the wholehearted approval of the stu- 
dent body. In matters of lesser import, it is easy to forgive a stu- 
dent, for falling a victim to temptation, but an ordinary individual 
of university age should have sufficient control over his mental 
faculties to make it possible for him to restrain himself from such 
actions as this unfortunate student committed. We may turn to 
the brighter side however, and note, that of three thousand odd 
students who wrote in January, but one was shown to lack the 
elements of honesty. 



DECISION IS DEFERRED 



In deferring decision on the amendment to the Students' 
^ Society constitution providing for the institution of a Lord Rcc- 
; torship, the Corporation in session yesterday emphasized the point 
. that student opinion on the subject was not sufficiently positive 
to warranl approval of the amendment. The Students' Council 
rightfully assumed that a quorum as provided by the constitution 
of the Society was representative of undergraduate views on the 
subject and that the unanimous decision arrived at by the repre- 
sentative assembly was all that was necessary to signify the stu- 
dents' approval of the amendment, In view of the fact that there 
was not one dissentient vote on the amendment in question it 
would not seem to be necessary to resort to extraordinary expedi- 
ents to further gauge student opinion on the subject of a Lord 
Rectorship. 

On refusal of the authorities to suspend lectures on the date 
the Society meeting when the amendment was ratified, the only 
remaining hour that would suit the convenience of the majority 
students, five to six o'clock, was chosen. It is true that this hour 
militated against as full an attendance as desirable and the remote 
possibility exists that some adverse opinion on the amendment 
might have ventured if certain students were' present who were 
prevented from attending by the awkwardness of the hour. But 
it is highly improbable that any undergraduate who entertained 
serious objections to the idea of a Lord Rectorship would not 
have made it a point to attend the meeting and voice his objec- 
tions before the students' tribunal. No innovation proposed by 
the Council since the advent of the Athletic Levy has aroused 
more discussion on he campus. The subject received all required 
publicity in the "Daily," and it could reasonably be supposed 
that every student in the University had the proposed amend- 
ment brought to his attention. If, after this, some individuals 
' manifested apathy and disinterested towards the proposition, it 
- as not the duty of the executive body to institute extraordinary 
measures to eke out an expression of opinion that would be worth- 
less because it lacked forethought.

It consist to a too 
f$-cat extent of mendy superftqlal 
manlfestatiens of sympathy— attend- 
ance at games and organized cheer- 
ing. But this, as the results would 
seem to show, is not sufficient. 

Wo must enow our eupport In 
deeper and more fundamental ways. 
If "college spirit" Is to he anything 
but an idle phrase it must be sin- 
cerely spiritual. I>ct lis remember 
our teams in our morning and even- 
ing prayers. . Indeed, n6,t a. few of 
the theological students with .whom 
I have discussed tlifs matter, have 
been inclined to attribute our ill for- 
tune to the lamentable spirit of scep- 
ticism which is present in our midst 
ihls year to a greater extent than 
ever before. Without going ho far 
as jlils. \ believe that ■ Û' our' teams 
and rooters went to the playing field 
confident that their spiritual strensth 
was unshakeeble, they would return 
the victors from a struggle which Is 
not so wholly physical as It might 
appear. 

Now, Sir, that T may not bo 
thought to he merely a. destructive 
critic, I would like to offer a sugges- 
tion that might be helpful, and I 
would be very glad If any others who 
have given this probem serious con- 
sideration would discuss the matter 
In your columns. The suggestion 
whicb I have to offer Is that a Uni- 
versity Church service be held, ci- 
ther In the Union under ihc-uusplcos 
of the Students' Council, or in Strath- 
cons' Hal! under tlic guidance of tho 
J3. (.'.

'The life work of one beo Is esti- 
mated to be a, level teaspoon of hon- 
ey," said F. B. l'adûock, associate vro- 
fessor in zoology at Iowa. Stute V. 
and state apiarist. 

"Tho duration of the llfo of a work 
ins hce Is about 41 days during , '.ho 
harvest season, The length of llfo de- 
pends on the amount of energy ex- 
pended. The won, of a hoe is aiming- 
ous to the contents of a dry cell; it is 
Incapable of reviving Its energy. On 
sweet clover e bee makes an average 
of 13 trips pH- diy. 

"Many of the most outstanding facts 
concerning beosi have been worked 
in Iowa state within .the last few 
years. Until recently It was gener- 
ally believed that boes made hund- 
reds of trips dailv. By very definite 
observation In which bees are marked 
and their activities are recorded It 
has been found that there Is a real 
system In the organization of the work 
In a bee hive. 

'The first duty of a young bcejs to 
act as a nurse maid and feed Ihe 
young. Bee* use from 7ft to 80 percent 
of the honey which they gather fur 
themselves. The next function ot the 
bee 1s to act as a wax secrcter tc 
cnakbi the comb; then as housekeepers 
in cleaning out the cells from whlh'c 
the bees have emerged.

If cither «e have or cultivate 
sufficient -energy, that most, essen 
Hal prerequisite tu preferment, we 
are almost certn'n In be successful 
but without cnerpy. n" cl »° cou nt 
for little.

How Mt. Holyoke 
Girls Spend 
Their Time 

(By tho "New Student) 
A I Ml. Holyoke College the class 
Iti statistics was curious as to just 
how college students spend their 
time. Schedules containing all pos- 
sible activities were distributed to 
one half of the student body, selected 
at random. 

It was discovered that the ordinary 
student Rives about five hours and a 
half a day to academic work, sched- 
uled appointments and preparation 
for classes. She sleeps a little more 
than eight hours a day. spends an 
hour and a hnlf at meals, exercises 
for an hour and twenty mlnulcs. 
spends forty mimilcs In Chapel or 
other religious services, and has the 
rest of the day. al* hours and a half 
to use as she likes. Most of it sues 
In talk and various kinds of recrea- 
tion. 

The seniors were discovered to be 
the most loquacious group, for in 
addition to the talking they must do 
during meals, outdoor exercises and 
dtlier entertainment, they talked on 
an average of an hour and a half 
each day in comparison to an hour 
and twenty minutes for each of the 
other classes. 

Tho activities showing the widest 
range of time given to them are pre- 
paration for academic appointments, 
extra curriculum activities, sleep and 
talk. Preparation for academic ap- 
pointments runs the widest gamut 
of varlntion. One member of the col- 
lege spent less than an hour in pre- 
paration, while two students spent 
hetween seven and eight hours « 
day.
